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‘Board votes McCoy | 


another round

The Wilmington Board of Sel- 
ectmen, by a 2-1 vote, decided 
Monday to hear, at a date to be 
determined later, the application 
of Selectman Michael McCoy for 
a liquor license for what will be 
the third time in nearly two years. 

The board was down to three 
members - Selectmen Jim Rooney, 
Robert Cain and Dan Wandell - 
after both McCoy and Chairman 
Diane Allan recused themselves. 
McCoy’s was standard and obvi- 
ous conflict of interest stuff. Al- 
lan, on the other hand, was react- 
ing to a decision by the Alcoholic 
Beverages Control Commission 
earlier this month that said she 
was biased in voting against Mc- 
Coy’s license the second time 
around in August of 1995. 

Allan, reading from a prepared 
statement prior to leaving the 
room, contended the ABCC de- 
clared no such bias, and did not 
request that she recuse herself. 

“The ABCC has remanded this 
application back to this board for 
a further hearing because they 
said | did not fully disclose my 
prior, public disagreements with 
Mr. McCoy. The ABCC never 
concluded that | was biased, nor 
did they request that I recuse my- 
self from any further discussi 
relative to this liquor license.” 

But in its decision, the ABCC 
did in fact write that Allan's fail- 
ure to disclose at the August 1995 
hearing constituted bias. The 
decision also specifically allows 

“*counseM the applicant to file a 
motion to recuse Allan based on 
her previous involvement with 
McCoy which was never disclos- 
ed. 

“Courts have held that exclusive 
knowledge of facts constitutes bi- 
as,” the ABCC stated in its deci- 
sion. 

In the end though, Allan’s de- 
cision to not take part in any more 
McCoy liquor license proceedings 
most likely stemmed from the all- 
but-promised civil lawsuit from 
McCoy’s attorney, Daniel J. 
O'Connell III of Boston, if Allan 
did not recuse herself. Allan ad- 
dressed the likelihood of a civil 
suit and took issue with in her 
Statement. 

“I, as an individual and a duly 
elected public official, have been 
intimidated as I have attempted to 
defend my unequivocal right to 
represent the people of this 
community,” Allan stated. “Re- 
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cent disclosures at the ABCC 
hearings that the applicant could 
attempt to sue me personally 
should | participate in a rehearing 
have forced me to question my 
personal desire to devote any 
more time or énergy to this mat- 
ter, as I do not believe any public 
official should have to function 
under the threat of a personal 
lawsuit.” 

Allan continued to say that she 
would leave Monday's statement 
as her last in regards to this issue: 
She said she had no regrets with 
her vote and that her “votes have 
been influenced only by the com- 
munity. ...” 

Allan's closing request was that 
Rooney chair the meeting for the 
license discussion, which drew an 
immediate objection from Cain, 
who was upset that he, as senior 
member, was not asked to assume 
the chairmanship. Cain said that it 
was the board’s usual procedure to 
name the senior member or most 
recent chairman as interim chair- 
man in such cases. 

“T think this is the most difficult 
board that I’ve ever been involved 
with,” Cain said, charging that 
“decisions are made before the 
meetings” and, in this case, the 
“choice of chairman’ was made so 
the applicant does not get a fair 
hearing.” 

But Rooney certainly appeared 
the best choice, considering he 
was the only member of the board 
not involved with the ABCC hear- 
ing. Cain was subpoenaed as a 
witness ‘on McCoy’s behalf, Wan~ 
dell to testify on behalf of Allan at 
the ABCC hearing. 

Last August, Allan and Wandell 
voted against the license, Rooney 
and Cain in favor. 

Rooney, less than a year on the 
board, admitted he didn’t know 
what he was doing as chairman 
and called on Town Manager 
Michael Caira for assistance, after 
he had Caira read the ABCC de- 
cision into the record. - Rooney 
then expressed the board’s three 
options - rehear the matter that 


night, appeal the case to Superior 
Court, or continue the case and 
rehear it at a later date - and then 
let Cain speak the aforementioned. 

After Cain spoke, Rooney rec- 
ognized O'Connell, who, in saying 
that the ABCC decision was an 
“appropriate resolution” and that 
“the license should have been 
issued long ago,” asked that the 
board rehear the issue that night. 
O'Connell said he or McCoy did 
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not want any “shortcuts” but that 
“everything is in order to the ex- 
tent that it could be ... and I would 
Suggest that you vote on it right 
now.” 

O'Connell's argument was that 
the three remaining members had 
already heard the case and that 
little or nothing was likely to 
change in the event of a rehearing. 

McCoy also had both a sup- 
porter - Kathi Gillis - and a de- 
tractor - John Forrest - in the 
audience. Forrest said-he wanted 
to see another public hearing for 
the benefit of those abutters of 
Michael’s Place who opposed the 
license in August but who were 
not present Monday. Gillis said 
all abutters’ testimony, and all 
other evidence, was heard in Aug- 
ust and that the board should vote 
right away. 

After that, Wandell, who based 
his vote in August on the testi- 
mony of abutters opposing the li- 
cense, moved that the board hold a 
public hearing April 22, a motion 
seconded by Rooney. 

During discussion, Cain argued 
that Allan’s prior vote was “nulli- 
fied” by the ABCC and that the 
vote should stand without Allan's 
at 2-1 in favor. O'Connell then 
suggested again that the board 
vote. 

Rooney would of course swing 
the vote, and citing his and Mc- 
Coy’s past adamance for gaining 
public input, voted, along with 
Wandell, to hold a new hearing 
April 22. 

Bur O'Cornell “said hevhad ‘a 
scheduling problem with that date. 
With that in mind, Wandell amen- 
ded his motion to include an open- 
ended date. The next meeting is 
slated for May 13, which is now 
the earliest the new hearing will 
be held. 

After, O'Connell and McCoy 
said they respected Rooney’s deci- 
sion. 

“It’s hard to fault somebody 
who says they want to go through 
and have a new hearing,” O'Con- 
nell said, adding that even still he 
felt a new hearing was unneces- 
sary. “You can’t really quarrel 
with that.”

GET YOUR RI REFUND 
BY WIRE 

Got a tax refund coming? You 
can get your money faster - and 
more safely - by having it wired 
directly into your checking or 
savings account at your bank. 
Electronic refunds are expected to 
speed up delivery of refunds by 
about a week. Check with your 
bank to find out if the money has 
been received; the IRS won't 
notify you. 

To get your money by wire, file 
Form 8888, called Direct Deposit 
of Refund; it's bound into both the 
“1040 and 1040-A forms packages. 
Note: the name (or names) on the 
bank account must match the name 
(or names) on the tax return, and 
that the bank must be in the 
United States, 

Up to this year, direct deposit of 
refunds was available only to 
those who filed electronically or 
used a computer program that 
filled out returns and printed the 
necessary refund returns. The 
wire-refund program costs the 
government less than sending 
checks; it's expected to save the 

IRS as much as $35 million this 
' year,

On Wednesday morning, it was announced that Amesbury has become 
the newest "city" in Massachusetts, after voting to throw out the Town 
Meeting form of government in favor of a strong mayor and a city council 


with nine members. 


‘Tewksbury could follow that same path, but it's up to the voters. 

On Saturday, in the Tewksbury town election, there is a non-binding 
“advisory” question. Question 2 asks: "Shall the town study whether to 
change the present open Town Meeting and Selectmen - Town Manager 
(Chapter 275, Acts of 1986, as amended) form of government in the Town 


of Tewksbury?" 


Pure and simple -- Should the town consider abolishing Town Meeting 
and switching to a different form of government? Do you think the issue is 
worth further study, for possible future action? 

The Annual Town Meeting begins May 6, and if the turnout is consistent 
with history, two or three percent of the population will show up to vote on 
the town's business. If teri percent of the population showed up on May 6, 
it is uncertain whether there would be enough room to seat all 2,800. (They 
would find a way to make room -- bank on it!) 

Hands-on government works well in a small town. A glance through the 
historical records of the town (those that still survive) showed that in past 
centuries, Tewksbury held town meetings often. It was not unusual to see 
several town meetings in a matter of weeks, 

But things are different today. Most residents of town today hardly know 
the people living on their street, let alone the residents on the far side of 
town. Someone on River Road, for example, probably couldn't name 20 of 
his "neighbors" living on Wolcott Street. Yet somehow, all these disparate 
people are expected to gather in one place and decide what is best for all 


28,000 residents of town. 


Instead, wouldn't it make more sense (and be more equitable) for each 
part of town to elect its own representative, who would then serve on the 
Tewksbury City Council? Elect someone from Wolcott Street, and one 
from River Road, and one from Vale Street for that matter, and let them all 
sit down and decide what is best for the town as a whole. 

Giving up Town Meeting would be difficult, after 262 years of calling 
the populace together to make decisions. But it may be time for a change. 

For our part, the Fourth Estate vows to keep you -- the voter -- informed 
about what your government is doing, whether the decisions are made by 
Town Meeting, the City Council, or the Grand High Poobah. We vow to 
keep you posted, to the best of our ability. 

Please get out and vote this Saturday. Your opinion about the viability of 
Town Meeting is humbly requested, on Question 2.

out the gas hooked up. At that 
time the owners decided not to re- 
turn to the home, leaving it vacant 
for the past two years. 

Time has taken its toll on the 
house and it has become a danger 
to the community. Some of the 
dangers are as follows: 

* Yard area at foundation has 
settled, exposing the space under 
the footing. 

* Front and side steps have set- 
tled away from the dwelling. 

* The sewer line exiting the 
rear of the dwelling is at the point 
of breaking due to yard settling. 

* Electric meter has been brok- 
en, probably by vandals. |. 

* The alkeay Ieading to’ the 
side stairs has pulled away from 
the house and shifted to about a 45 
degree angle.

Truly it has been said, "if you 
don't like New’ England 
weather,wait a minute.” 

As this column is being written 
(Monday morning, April 8) | am 
looking out the back window at 
three inches of fresh snow. Yes, 
we've had snow in Wilmington in 
Tewksbury in April before, but it is 
still a bit of a surprise to see the 
yellow and purple crocus in full 
bloom, poking bravely through the 
white blanket. More incongruous 
than that is to observe the newly 
bright yellow male goldfinches 
against the pure white background. 

fe are winding down another 
bird feeding season, which 
traditionally starts in late September 
and carries through to about mid 
April. The only really unusual 
aspect of this winter here in North 
Wilmington was not seeing a single 
purple or house finch, and yet we've 
had reports of them in other towns. 
This was offset by a very faithful 
flock of 40 or so goldfinches, which 
showed up almost every day. 

One of the most commonly asked 
questions at the birding seminars | 
occasionally conduct is - should we 
continue to feed the birds 
throughout the spring and Summer? 
The concern is that we may be 
conditioning the birds to become 
too dependent on human hand-outs. 
Most ornithologists agree that, 
while it is not observably beneficial 
to feed the birds year 'round, it does 
no harm to do so. (This is 
confirmed by Mass. Audubon in 
Lincoln). You will notice a 
dramatic dropoff in activity at your 
feeders after late April, when the 
warm weather triggers the 
production of a new crop of plants 
and insects. We keep a single 
sunflower feeder stocked right 
through the summer simply because 
we enjoy seeing the chickadees, 
titmice and nuthatches bustling 
around the yard, We also keep a suet 


Another question | hear 
is - is it worthwhile to tality a 
more to buy the hull-less sunflower 
seeds? (sunflower hearts). | stopped 
putting out sunflower hearts several 
years ago when I accidentally 
discovered something while 
watching the finches dining on 
them. Through my binoculars I 
noticed that the finch would take a 
shell-less seed in its beak and 
promptly crack it in half. One half 
would be eaten, the other half fell to 
the ground. And this happened 
consistently. The result was that half 
the hearts were wasted, and were 
attracting squirrels to the yard. So 
my advice is - save your money; the 
birds don't appear to mind having to 
crack open the shell to get at the 
seed, and the waste factor is largely 
eliminated. 

Mary Ann Rosen of Federal Street 
in Wilmington called late in March 
to report having watched a hawk 
pounce on and devour a blue jay. 
Mary Ann thinks the hawk was 
either a Coopers or a Marsh hawk. 
This is a little unusual - the hawks 
typically dine on an occasional finch 
or junco in my observations. The 
chickadees and titmice appear to be 
a little too quick (or smart) to 
become hawk food. 

Sharon Barron of Adams Street 
(near Parker Street) called recently 
to report a very rare sighting. 
Seems she observed a turkey vulture 
working on a raccoon carcass on 
her street. If you want to see a really 
ugly bird (by our human standards) 
look up the turkey vulture in your 
bird book. (pg 161 in Peterson's 
Eastern Birds Field Guide). This 
carrion eater is commonly seen 
soaring in the sky from Maryland 
on down to Florida, and appears to 
be expanding its range into New 
England. This is a truly impressive 
bird with a wingspread of five feet. 


the birds in the summer? 


Sharon also reports seeing a mature 
bald eagle perched in a tree on 
Adams Street. This large bird had 
the classic field marks of fully white 
neck, head and tail, and dusky dark 
body. Bald eagles, nearly 
exterminated during the sixties due 
to the overuse of certain 
carcinogens in pesticides, has made 
a strong comeback, thanks largely 
to Rachel Carson's "Silent Spring.” 
Hundreds of nesting pairs are now 
seen along the shores of southern 
and central Maine, and sightings 
along the Merrimack and Parker 
fivers are now common. 

Diane Fielding of Hopkins Street 
in Wilmington called to say she has 
had three purple finches at her 
feeders most of the winter, and she 


Spotted a song sparrow (a migrator) 
feeding on the ground on April 2. 

Finally, (an important. point 1 
should have mentioned last fall) be 
sure to empty and clean your bird 
feeders thoroughly at least once a 
month. Soak them in scalding water, 
to eliminate the presence of tiny 
disease carrying organisms which 
can harm the birds if left 
unchecked. It is a good idea to take 
your feeders inside just before a 
rain storm, to protect the seeds 
from spoiling. 

Keep at least one sunflower feeder 
out this summer, and enjoy the 
constant company of the black 
capped chickadees and titmice! 
Perhaps we'll do more bird 
watching together next fall and 
winter.

Swat Team tackles 


+ Three years ago 2239 residents of 

Wilmington gave me my first 
Opportunity to represent them on 
the school committee. During these 
past three years, I have been an 
independent voice, advocating for 
the needs of all children in. our 
district while keeping in mind the 
limited funds available. 

When | first ran for the school 
committee, I promised you that I 
would be fiscally conservative, 
honest, and committed. I would like 
to take a moment to highlight my 
record on some important issues. 

1. | was the lone vote on the school 
committee against the present 
superintendent's contract, which is 
now over $81,000. The vote was 
6-1. At that time I expressed the 
opinion that this was an exorbitant 
salary for a small school district and 
that we should be offering a raise 
more in line with other negotiated 
settlements - namely, around one 
and a half to two percent. 

2. During the past year, I was the 
lone vote against the present 
business manager's contract, which 
is now over $70,000. At that time I 
pointed out that the previous 
business manag¢y’s salary was in the 
$60,000 range/1 could not justify 
voting for another exorbitant 
salary. 

3.1 have negotiated and voted for 
many contracts for different 
bargaining groups which were 
more in line with what Wilmington 
could afford. During my three year 
term negotiated contracts have not 
exceeded two and a half percent. In 
addition we have renegotiated the 
mini-van drivers contract to reduce 
salaries, cut hours, and allow us for 
the first time to hire part time 
drivers. 

4, I have been dn outspoken 
advocate for the reopening of the 
Boutwell School to free up 
classroom space for our elementary 
children. As you know, this was 
accomplished with minimal impact 
to the taxpayers. And I might add, it 
is working wonderfully as a 
kindergarten center.

~ Big fish in small places? .

Adventure beckons, but where do 

find the time to answer the call? 

‘© For reasons known only to the 
Great License Issuer upstairs, | end 
“up fishing the same few ponds, over 
and over, year after year. 

I can name on one hand the waters 
‘Ahat I fish regularly, and list on the 
‘other hand those places that I visit 
‘once or twice a year, maybe. 

But there are books full of places 
where I've never dipped a line and 

I've got an even longer mental list 
of places that don't appear in any 
fishing guide, but they beckon. 

One of these mystery places is a 
swamp in Dracut. Right alongside 
Route 38, there's a patch of water 
im this swamp that has tantalized me 
for years -- decades, in fact. 

This swamp is fairly large, with 
Mmore weeds than water. Smack in 
the middle of the swamp is a dead 
tree topped with a nest of sticks that 
the herons occupy every Spring. 

Between the nesting tree and the 
road, however, is a patch of water. 
Not a big patch, maybe 200 by 300 
feet, tops. Most of the Summer, the 
water is covered with green specks 
of duckweed, and around the edges 
is an ocean of purple loosestrife and 
cattails. But there are no weeds in 
the middle of the water. And that's 
what grips my attention. 

My guess is that the water must be 
deeper than six feet, or there would 
be weeds growing.up, The edges of 
the puddle have a few pond lilies, 
but nothing in the center. Hmmm. 

If that water is indeed deeper than 
six feet, the fish could winter over 
safely. And grow. If it's shallower 
than six feet, winter kill becomes a 
threat, but by then the weeds would 
have choked off any open water. 

I've dropped a line into some tiny 
puddles in my day, with surprising 
results. One puddle that I visited 
(it's so small | can throw a rock 
across) produced a tiny but furious 
pickerel. This little guy must have 
been Hell On Earth to any tadpoles 
and insect larvae in his domain, but 
at six inches long he wouldn't last a 
week in a lake with real carnivores. 
Still, a tiny pickerel in that puddle? 
How interesting! 

Now, back to the biger swamp. 

If a frog pond can produce a tiny 
pickerel, then what lurks in that 
swamp's deepest spot? Nobody has 
ever tried fishing there -- at least 
not that I've ever seen -- and it's far 


enough in from the road to make 
for a soggy hike. Any fish living in 
that hole (if there are any) wouldn't 
know what a hook looks like. And 
with the abundance of critters in 
any swamp, finding something to 
eat won't be a problem. 

Every winter, | get an urge to 
walk out there, drill a hole through 


the ice, and find out once and for all 
how deep that puddle really is. And 
every Spring I wonder why I never 
got out there to check. 

I can't count the bodies of water 
I've seen while driving by, and I 
always ask: Are there monsters in 
that little trickle? Primordial bass 
and behemoth pickerel that nobody 
would expect in such a puddle? 

But then I find myself sitting in 
my boat, on a pond that I fished last 
week, and the week before, and the 
week before that. Have I lost my 
sense of adventure? 

I must be getting old.

The turkey relocation project is 


over in Massachusetts. The project 
concluded last month, and it's been 
a whopping success! Previous tries 
to re-establish the wild turkey with 
hatchery birds failed miserably, but 
in 1972 the wildlife biologists tried 
a different approach. Instead of 
hatchery birds, they live-trapped 
turkeys in New York State and let 
them go in Berkshire County. And 
the rest is history. In 1971 we had 
Zero turkeys in the Bay State. Now, 
we have a population over 10,000 
birds and rising. Victory has been 
declared, and the project deserves 
the thanks of hunters and birders 
across Massachusetts. Well done! 
Along with 685,000 trout (give 
or take a few) the Division is also 
stocking broodstock salmon into 


some waters, These big fish (up to 
20 pounds!) are "retired" from the 
salmon breeding program, and it 
remains to be seen whether they'll 
breed in the wild. Still, hooking a 
20-pounder on trout tackle? Wow! 
Call 1-800-ASK-FISH for updates. 
Oh, no, not again! Our pals (not) 
at People for the Ethical Treatment 
of Animals -- PETA -- have now 
declared war on fishing. Yup! They 
claim fishing is cruel to worms and 
fish, and that the sport should be 
outlawed. Bull. Go fishing, and feel 
good about the sport. (I like Rush 
Limbaugh's meaning for PETA -- 
People Eating Tasty Animals.)

The reason is that Linda, 
a normally very independent 
person, has to give into her 
blindness and run with her hus- 
band, Ned Bolle, acting as her 
sighted guide. ) 

“I can’t run in snow or ice 
even with Ned as a guide,” 

“So long as it doesn’t snow on 
Patriot's Day we will be all set,” 
Ned said. 

Linda admits that the weath- 


er has set her back somewhat 
but when it was too snowy or icy 
outside the couple reverted to 
indoor tracks, treadmills and a 
trip to Florida. 

The latter had the added ben- 
efit of giving them the chance to 
run in warm weather just in 
case the warm weather predict- 
ed for Friday and Saturday 
holds out through Monday. 

“It was quite an adjustment 
after the 30-degree weather here 
to run in 70-degree to 
weather,” Ned said. “We will 
remember about hydrating.” 

The down part to running in 
Florida, “There weren’t any 
hills,” Linda said.

As of a week ago, Saturday, 
Linda worked here way up to the 
20-mile mark with five months of 


“The week before I was up to 
18-miles” she said. “so I have 
been gradually working my way 


In November she was only 
running 10 to 20 miles per week. 

She offers the following 
training tips, “Give yourself 
plenty of time to prepare both 
physically and mentally .” 

She also explains that the 
workouts should be gradual to 
cut down on the chance of 


injury. 

Linda further advises that 
people training for the marathon 
should run with a large group of 


people. : 

“I think it’s important just for 
the psychological aspects to join 
some kind of running club, even 
if it is just a group of friends. 

“It helps to have the support 
of friends,” Linda said. 

Commenting on her condi- 
tioning on the day after her first 
20-mile run, Linda said, “I feel 
pretty good. I hope I feel this 
good after the marathon.” 

The couple has been running 
with a group of about fifty peo- 
ple that has been loosely orga- 
nized by the FitCorps Spas to 
help out people, like Linda, who 
are running to support a charity. 
Linda’s project is the 
Massachusetts Association for 
the Blind (MAB). 

MAB has been serving blind 
and partially sighted people in 
the Commonwealth since 1903 
with a number of different 
services. 

Donna Bailey, the agencies 
coordinator of the Community 
Volunteer Program, said that 
the services are designed to 
«help the individuals achieve 
independence in their lives.” 

Through its four offices, 
Brookline, Worcester, Springfield 
and Fitchburg, the agency runs 
a volunteer program that pro- 
vides one on one service to 
those that need someone for 
about two-hours-per-week to 
make out checks, read their 
mail to them or have some shop- 
ping done. 

Other services include a 
Braille transcription department 
and recording studio to tran- 
scribe print material into medi- 
ums that the blind can use. 

MAB also has a community 
education department with 
speakers that are available to 
talk to interested groups, an

On their own, during the 
week, the couple has run the 
course from Boston College to 
Heartbreak Hill and back. 

“It helps us to get used to the 
hills,” Linda said. 

Although she is a novice at 
the Marathon, Ned is experi- 
enced. He ran last year as a 
“bandit” and qualified for this 
year’s Centennial Anniversary 
Run by completing the Bay 
State Marathon last fall in under 
three hours and fifteen minutes. 

“He looked pretty beat up 
when he came back the first 
time,” Linda said. “He came 
back looking pretty healthy 
from the Bay State Marathon.” 

“I learned a lot of lessons the 
hard way, Ned said. “I ran bet- 
ter the second time.” 

He is working to make sure 


that Linda does not repeat his 
mistakes. 

It was about the time of 
Ned’s second run that Linda dis- 
covered that the MAB had sev- 
eral numbers set aside for their 
“Team With A Vision” and found 
that she could qualify to run and 
raise money for the group at the 
same time. The Team is made 
up of 17 sighted and partially 
sighted runners and 40 guides or 
independent runners. 

“I thought it would be a good 
idea to run for them and help 
raise money,” Linda said, 
“rather than just run for 

If.” 

She offered to find another 
guide to allow Ned a chance to 
set a good pace for himself. 

However, he has committed to 
be by his wife’s side for the 
whole course. 

“No way,” Ned was quoted as 
saying. “If you are going to run 
the marathon, I’m going to run 
with you.” 

Linda explained Ned’s job in 
all of this. “He will run along 
side of me and steer me clear of 
potholes and other obstructions.’ 

Ned does this with verbal 
commands. 

Although Linda has been 
legally blind since birth she has 
enough partial sight to see 
shapes and does not think the 
crowds at the race’s start will be 
a problem. 

“I have some vision,” she 
said, “I don’t need a cane.” 

During one of their recent 
runs, the couple ran into a lot of 
traffic and had to resort to the 
sidewalk. 

“He had to steer me around a 
lot of things,” Linda said. 

The couple have known each 
other for 14-years and have been 
married for six years. They have 
been running for 10-12 years. 

According to Linda, they 
started running as a good way to 
get in shape and stay in shape 
without having to join a health 
club. 

“All you need is a good pair of 
running shoes and you can do it 
anywhere,” she said. 

She is originally from 
Fairhaven and he is from 
Francistown, NH. They have 
been living in Reading for the 
past five years. 

Linda works as a supervisor 
in the Notes Support Group of 
Lotus Development Corporation 
in North Reading and Ned is a 
transportation manager with 
Fine Arts Express, a nationwide 
moving company. 

Both companies are support- 
ing the couple in their fund rais- 
ing efforts.

granite posts (bollards). Its 
uniqueness and beauty lie in the 
heart of the piece which is made 
up of two concentric rings 
around a sculptured center. The 
inner ring is a run through 
marathon history; Names, times 
and countries of all marathon 
winners. 

The centerpiece draws the 
eye and the beholder into the 
marathon and its rich history 
adding texture, color, and a 
sense of continuity. Flannery 
says, "Ninety five percent of the 
monument is made of granite 
and five percent bronze to cre- 
ate durable materials that add 
color and diversity. From 
African red granite to granite 
(mined from a Hopkinton, MA 


quarry). 

“In between there is Chelms- 
ford granite representing the 
sky. The overall effect ties in the 
traditional elements of Boston 
andthe eight different commu- 
nities (which are part of the 
marathon route. )" 

What has been the most 
rewarding part of the commis- 
sion for the 150 pound landscape 
architect? Flannery says, 
"Being able to use all my skills: 
(as a) landscape architect, my 
background in analysis, and 
graphic presentations to develop 
my design vision." 

The Boston Marathon means 
different things to every man 
and woman who has run and 
stayed the course. For Mark 
Flannery and his dream design 
team the jury is still out. The 
deciding vote will be cast by the 
public.

This is one tough thriller. It's 
clever and duplicitous and mem- 
orable, but most importantly, it 
keeps you guessing. Not only 
does it surprise along the way, 
but the ending packs a hell of a 
punch. 


There isn’t one misstep in the 
entire film, Red herrings and 
plot twists are woven tightly into 
a intelligent script about a hot 
shot attorney who goes looking 
for the limelight, and finds it 
filled with shadows. Richard 
Gere gives one of his most com- 
pelling and economical perfor- 
mances as criminal attorney 
Martin Vail. He’s a man who 
admires his own brilliance, luxu- 
riates in his success and 
acknowledges his arrogance. It 
is not until the story unfolds 
does he realize exactly how 
arrogant he really is. 

Vail has jumped head first 
into the case of a teenager altar 
boy accused of murdering the 
Archbishop of Chicago, Even 
though the kid was found cov- 
ered in blood, he looks and 
sounds like a boy scout. Vail is 
convinced he can get him off. 
He doesn’t care whether he’s a 
murderer or not, that’s not part 
of the game. 

A similar callous attitude 
pervades the film, which is part- 
ly why it is so interesting. This 
is not just about one criminal 
case, but about the movers and 
shakers who keep a city togeth- 
er, and the sense of entitlement 
that accompanies their power. 
That the murder case may also 
encroach upon a far reaching 
web of political corruption gives 
the story added depth.

“Primal Fear”Short Takes 


Though this is director 
Gregory Hoblit’s feature film 
debut, he cut his teeth on TV, 
picking up nine Emmy’s for pro- 
ducing and directing. Not only 
did he coax amazing perfor- 
mances from his actors, but he 
paid close attention to visuals in 
which light and shadow are as 
important as the players. A 
small example of Hoblit’s care- 
ful direction is a scene in which 
he cuts between Vail and the 
prosecuting attorney (Laura 
Linney) as they write their 
opening remarks to the jury. 
Their speeches are narrated 
over trial preparations, right up 
to the time each enters the cour- 
thouse. It was a brilliant way of 
moving the action along while 
making a minor scene seem less 
So. 
Such detailed attention is 
obvious throughout the film. 
This is especially true of the 
supporting cast, as each charac- 
ter brings a marked individuali- 
ty to players that are sometimes 
on screen for only a few min- 
utes. Alfre Woodard is clearly 
jaded as the judge presiding 
over the trial, while Steven 
Bauer plays a hood whose 
motives are more wholesome 
than the powerful State’s attor- 
ney, (John Mahoney). 

Of course, none of this would 
have worked without the mes- 
merizing actor not only holds. 
his own against such cinematic 
veterans as Gere, but he’s the 
glue binding together this flinty 
thriller. Expect more from him, 
and from Hoblit. 


Sgt. Bilko is a tepid 
retelling of the TV series star- 
ring Steve Martin as the scam- 
ming sergeant.

Prepare the Surface 

Good surface preparation 
requires that the surface be 
cledn, sound and free of all for- 
eign material so that the paint 
can adhere well to the substrate 
below.

Likewise, bare 
wood that has been exposed to 
the elements for more than a 
few days should be sanded. Be 
sure to brush off any dust or 
particles left from scraping and 
sanding before applying paint.

This 
type of water-based paint has 
superior adhesion, so it will drip 
and tenaciously hold on to a 
properly prepared surface.

Pick the Correct Tools 

You'll get the best results 
from top quality exterior paint if 
you apply it with high quality 
brushes and rollers. 

If you are working with latex 
paint, use brushes and rollers 
made of synthetic materials. 
Natural bristles and fibers tend 
to absorb too much water, 
whereas synthetic bristles and 
fibers hold their shape and 
maintain the proper stiffness 
when exposed to water-based 
paints. Brushes or rollers made 
with either synthetic or natural 
materials can be used when 
painting with oil-based paints. 

Brushes should be well-bal- 
anced and springy; the best 
brushes for most exterior jobs 
contain multiple lengths of split 
bristles packed tightly together. 
If using a roller, be sure that the 
nap length is appropriate for the 
type of surface being painted.

Paint in Good Weather a 
Ideally, exterior painting 
should be done when the tem- 
perature is between 60°F and 
80°F and when there is little or 
no wind. Other, weather-related 
points: en 
It’s best to avoid painting in 
the surface temperature 10°F to 
20°F higher than the air temper- 
ature (especially on aluminum 
or other metal substrates.) = 


e If painting must be done in 
hot weather, try to paint sur- 
faces when they are in the 
shade. The north and west sides 
of the home are shaded in the 
morning; the south and east 
sides in late afternoon. 


Painting in cold weather 
(below 50°F) also can adversely 
affect film formation. The north 
side of the home is particularly 
vulnerable because it gets the 
least sunshine, and the surface 
may be even cooler than the air 
temperature. 


* Latex paints can be applied 
just 30minutes after it rains, 
assuming the surface is not visi- 
bly wet. Oil-based paints should 
by applied only to thoroughly 
dry surfaces.
